Hindenburg Loathed by Wretched Inhabi- 
tants of the & aiser’s Capital.

UNDON, Jan. 31.—The follow- 

ing account of cenditions in 

Berlin is given by a neutral 
who left Germany in the middie of 
December: 

The situation in Berlin ts abso- 
lutely awful. For the great mass of 
the population there is hardly any 
light, warmth, clothing or boota, 
and an appalling lack of food. The 
work of the city. is carried on by 
decrepit men and by women who are 
reduced to nearly the same condl- 
tion.

IRA A. OBAMPLIN PARTICIPATED 
IN THIRTY-SIX BATTLES IN 
FOUR YEARS. 


Taps were sounded for Comrade 
Ira A. Champlin, veteran of the 


Soldiers’ Home, whose remains were 
lowered to their last resting place 
in the Sawtelle Cemetery yesterday 
afternoon.

CRISIS will be reached Monday 
A in the remarkable situation 
wherein Los Angeles is vainty 
striving to take possession of Saw- 
telle, which was annexed at a special 
election last fall, and Gawtelle is 
refusing to be annexed. On Monday 
evening the Los Angeles City Coun- 
cll will attend the regular meeting 
of the Sawtelle City Council and en- 
dea vor to force a showdown. 
Sawtelle now hes two Mayors, 
two Councils, two police forces and 
two fire departments, and neither 
governmental body will recognize the 
other. The city of Los Angeles has 
served notice. on the Citizens’ State 
Bank of Gawtelle to not honor any 
more warrants issued by the city 
of Sawtelle, but it was claimed yes- 
terday that one or two warrants have 


been paid since notice was given. 
Two police forces dodge in end 
out of the old City Hall at Sawtelle, 
each Working independently, while 
Recorder Harmon Cook continues to 
try all of the police court cases that 
are brought into the court. 
The unique state of affairs in Saw- 
telle has developed out of the pro- 
test that was filed after the annexa- 
tien election last fall. The annexa- 
tion proposition carried by three 
votes, and it was immediately pro- 
tested by Charlies Coe and others.

Fad, Theme of Addresses. 


School Graduates Tola Needs 
of Nation During War. : 


for Better Citizenship. 


Conservation that means persona! 
action, not a fad, but a serious real- 
ity, as a means for helping win the 
war, was the predominant theme at 
the graduating exercises of Holly- 
wood High Schoo! last night, when 
forty students received formal recog- 
nition for finishing the four years’ 
course of study. 

Wil C. Weed, commissioner of 
education for California, spoke on 
this theme, setting forth the need of 
conservation not only of material 
things, but of the highest traits of 
patriotic citizenship. 

Miss Stella Leslie gave lessons in 
conservation that had a practical as- 
pect, visible to the eye. She mus 
trated her talk on what can be ac- 
complished in every household 
through means of the small savings, 
by means of charts and diagrams. 
These showed how the families of 
the United States use more sugar, 
meats, etc., than the families of Pu- 
rope who have so closely studied 
economy. Then there was a demon- 
stration table, on the stage beside 
the speaker, that had the food prod- 
ucts the Ives, and examples of 
what cou be utilized from their 
fats, etc. For instance, Miss Leslie 
showed a cooked chicken, and then 
showed how much gingerbread 
could be made from the fat saved 
from the cooked fowl; she showed « 
piece of boiled beef, and what could 
be accomplished in cookery with the 
skimmings.

SUAVE BARITONE. 
FAIR AUDIENCE GREETS MR. 
WERRENRATH AT TRINITY.

Reinald (spelled variously by the 
careless press, Renald, Renault, Ren- 
nall, Reynold and Randall) Werren- 
rath (also spelled variously by the 
same careless press, Wernereth, 
Warrenrat, Warnerrah, Wennerath 
and Wedenalt) demonstrated at Trin- 
ity Auditorium last evening that it 
ia not necessary for America to draw 
on the talent of Europe in order to 
find vocal artistry of the highest or- 
der; for Mr. Werrenrath is an Amer- 
ican in all save name, and his voice 
and musical] capabilities are of a rare 
quality. The eastern hewspapers, 
however, have apparently con- 
spired to make this baritone’s rec- 
egnition as difficult as possibile, for 
they consistently alter his name so 
that his personal friends not seldom 
fail to recognize Mr. Werrenrath as 
the original. So serious did this state 
of affairs become that Franklin P. 
Adams actually started a campaign 
to see that the singer got his just 
dues, and awarded him, I believe, a 
medal of some kind for being the 
chief proofroom eluder of the season. 
But Mr. Werrenrath has, as was to 
be expected, overcome whatever 
handicap his name might have im- 
posed upon him, and he has already 
Won a position of undenlable im- 
portance in his field. 

Mr, Werrenrath's voice has that 
suave, sure instrumental quality 
which characterizes all great bari- 
tones, combining the clarity and res- 
onance of the tenor with the strength 
and power of the . 

The programme was admirably 
adapted to the genuinely American 
quality of the Angers voice and 
temperament. It was not a subtle 
programme, and was distinctly Eng- 
lish-American, with ‘the exception, 
which was not a particularly happy 
one, of Massenet's “Herodiade”™—the 
“Vision Fugitive’—and two other 
French songs, which, by the way, 
won tremendous applause, and even 
repetition of the “Miroir,” while the 
“Herodiade’ brought forth “Drink 
to Me Only with Thine Eyes,” very 
tastefully done, and with a healthy 
lack of sentimentality 

Werrenrath opened his programme 
with the old Italians—to warm up 
on, as all singers like to do, and he 
sang them with a precision and deli- 
cacy which gave evidence at once 
of his indubitable technique. A group 
of Chinese Mother Goose Rhymes,, 
by Bainbridge Crist, were well re- 
ceived.

SIX BULLETS WORK 


A fiend tnearnate seemed Juan 
Duran, an LW. W., as with ball and 
chain attached to his foot and « 
glittering axe swung above his head, 
he attached Thomas Kelly, « 
guard of the chaingang, in Griffith 
Park last November. A mild, meek- 
mannered man he was in Justice 
Palmer's court yesterday where he 
appeared on charges of assault with 
a deadly weapon and assault with 
intent to commit murder. 

The story of the attack on the 
guard revealed a plot believed to have 
been fostered by Duran to free the 
members of the chaingang. Guard 
Kelly was instructing Duran how 
to cut a tree Duran seemed to be 
complaisant, but as Mr. Kelly turned 
away, Duran shouted, A la revoly- 
clon,” and brought the axe, fortun- 
ately flat side down, on Mr. Kelly's 
head. 

The guard crumpled up on the 
ground. His face distorted with pas- 
sion, Duran swung the axe for an- 
other blow when Captain E. B. 
Phelps and Policeman Underwood, 
attracted by the cries of the prison- 
ers. ran to the rescue. Duran’s ob- 
was to take the keys from Mr. 
Kelly and release himself and other 
prisoners from the ball and chain. 

Underwood was forced to act 
quickly. Before Duran could strike 
Guard Kelly a second time, Under- 
wood fired. This acted as a spur to 
Duran, who fought like a madman. 
Other shots followed, and when the 
battle was over it was found that eix 
bullets had lodged in Duran's body. 
Guard Kelly was also badly injured, 
and beth men have been ever since 
recovering from their wounds.
